Federal Reserve Board Says 
It Is Not in Interest of 
the’ Country That Banks 
Should Buy Foreign Treas- 
ury Notes. 


LIQUID FUNDS NEEDED 
FOR AMERICAN BUSINESS 


Statement Regarded as the 
Board’s Most Important 
Declaration Since Creation. 


Some Regard It as Answer ; 


to Proposal by Morgan. 


Washington, November 27.—American 
bankers were warned by the federal 
reserve board today to avoid locking 
up their funds by purchasing treasury 
bills of foreign governments involving 
long term obligations. While spe- 
cifically disclaiming “any intention of 
reflecting upon the financial stability 
of any nation,” the board advised all 
investors to proceed with caution and 
formally announced to member banks 
of the federal reserve system that with 
the liquid funds which should be avail- 


turers and farmers, in danger of being 
absorbed for other purposes, it “does 
not regard it in the interest of the 
country.at this time that they invest 
in foreign treasury bills of this char- 
acter.” 

Answer to Morgan’s Preposal. 

The statement is regardea in official 
circles as one of the most important 
declarations by the board since its 
Officials would not discuss 
the question for publication, but some 
of them informally interpreted the 
warning as the reserve board's answer 
to the recent proposal of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., British fiscal agents in this coun- 
try, to have American bankers accept 
British: treasury bills of an indefinite 
total issuc, secured by gold reserves 
held in Ottawa... Such loans would be 
for ninety days, with the privilege of 
renewal for five other ninety-day 
periods, 

H. P. Davison, of the Morgan firm, 
was in Washington recently and con- 
ferred with President Wilson and some 
of the members of the reserve, board, 
It was sald later that he sought to 
have banks of the reserve system au- 
thorized to buy British treasury bills as 
if they were bills of exchanges to cover 
commercial transactions. | 

Danger from further importation of 
large amounts of gold, the board says, , 
will arise only in case the gold is per- 
mitted to become the basis of undesira- 
ble loan expansions and of Inflation. 
Emphasis is laid upon the necesaity for 
caution in putting money into tnvest- 
ments which are short-term in name, 
but which “either by costtact or 
through force of circumstances, may in 
the aggregate have to be renewed until 
normal conditions return.” 

The Board’s Warning. 

The board’s warning says: 

“The board does not share the view 
frequently expressed of late, that fur- 
ther importations of large amounts of 
gold must of necéssity prove a source 
of danger or disturbance to this coun- 
try. That danger, the board believes, 
will arise only in case the inflowing 
gold should remain uncontrolled and be 
permitted to become the basis of unde- 
girable loan expansions and of infla- 
tion. There are means, however, of 
controlling accessions of gold by prop- 
er and Voluntary co-operatiun of the 
banks, or, if need by legislative enact- 
ment. An important step in this direc- 
tion would be the anticipation of the 
fial transfer of reserves contemplated 
by the federal reserve act to become 
effective on November 16, 1917. This 
date could be advanced to February or 
March, 1917. 

“Member banks would then be plac- 
ed on the permanent basis of their re- 
serve requirements and fictitious re- 
serves would then disappear and the 
banks have a clearer conception of 


“The board feels that member banks 
should pursue a pOlicy of keeping 
themselves liquid; of not loaning down 
to the legal limit, but of maintaining 
an. excess of reserves in thelr own 
vaults, or preferably, with their fed- 
eral reserve banks. The board be- 
lieves that at this time banks should 
proceed with much caution in lock- 


ing up their funds in long-term obli- 
gations or in investments which are 
short-term in form and name but 
which may in the aggregate have to be 
renewed until

Turns Down American Re- 
quest — Refusal Based on 
Actions of Teuton Diplo- 
mats. 


Londo November 27.—The foreign 
office hagjsent Ambassador Page a note 
definitely refusing to grant a safe con- 
duct to Count Adam Tarnowski von 
Turnow, the new Austro-Hungarian 
ambassador to the United States. 

The reason for the refusal may be 
paraphrased as follows: Even if inter- 
national law forbade the refusal of such 
a.conduct the actions of Austrian and 
German embassies and consulates 
abroad have been so much in excess of 
regular diplomatic functions that the 
British government feels justified in 
withholding its consent for such diplo- 


mats to travel to their posts.

It was made 
evident, however, that the unfavorable 
action of the British foreign office on 
the notice of the intention of the new 
ambassador to cross the Atlantic came 
as an unpleasant surprise. It had not 
been doubted here that Great Britain 
would be the last power to deny the 
privileged character of a diplomatic of- 
ficer on such a voyage. . 

Aside from the belief that England 
would not desire to arouse adverse 
feeling in the United States h: inter- 
ference with the ancient and generally 
unquestioned right of a neutral -overn- 
ment to receive an ambassador or min- 
ister officials had counted upon Great 
Britain’s record in the Mason cnd Sli- 
dell case to prevent such an action as 
reported in today’s cable dispatches. 

The fact is recugnized that in pro- 
testing against the removal! of the con- 
federate commissioners from the steam- 
ship Trent the British government was 
mainly concerned with the violation of 
the protection afforded by the British 
flag under which the Trent sailed and 
it is said that it wa's on that account 
the United States repudiated the action 
of-its haval commander. But ft fs held 
here that though secondary, the pro- 
test also was based on the right of 
diplomatic officere to make their way 
‘to thelr posts in neutral 
It probably will 
be on that basis that the matter of 
Count Tarnowski’s interrupted mission’ 
‘wilt be taken up with the allies, for 
it is well understood that the London 
foreign office is supported by France, 
Italy and Russia in its action. 

It was learned today that the state 
department so far has not made a for- 
mal request for a safe conduct for the 
Austrian ambassador, but ha'’s confined 
itself to a transmission of the request 
of the Austrian government for such a 
courtesy. Therefore it is probable that 
if the issue fs to be made up it will 
be necessary for the United States now 
to make ‘such a request on its own ac- 
count. 

There is an absence of any precedent 
exactly fitting this case that requires 
the department ‘to be very careful in 
assuring ground, and the text of the 
note handed Ambassador Page will be 
awaited before a decision as to the 
course to be followed is reached.

DECLARES PRISONER 


Joseph Wilson Describes 
How He Became Stirred to 
Such Emotional Pitch 
That He Helped Plan Ex- 
plosion. 


SAYS STRIKERS BELIEVE 
VIOLENCE.-IS NECESSARY 


Former Trolley Conductor 
Gives Constitution a Full 
Statement as to Causes 
Which Led Him to Take 
Part in Attack. 


Incendiary sentiment, brewed -by 
fiery-tongued orators-urging the strike 
cause, was given as the reason for the 
epidemic of trolley dynamitings to 
which Atlanta has been subjected, when 
Joseph T. Wilson, formerly an em- 
ployee of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, and now a prisoner 
at police headquarters, talked with a 
reporter for The Constitution last 
night, following his confession to the 
police that he had aided in a recent 
explosion. 

He talked in the presence of Ser- 
geants George Bullard and Boh Wag- 
goner, of the detective squad; of Andy 
King, chairman of the police board 
of commissioners, and of a number of 
detectives who had aided in running 
down the group of confessed dyna- 
miters. 

Wilson is the head of a family of 
three. His reputation, up until the 
moment of his arrest, was irreproacn- 
able. He was a trolley conductor. He 
had never seen a stick of dynamite 
until the night he and others dyna- 
mited the Ponce de Leon car on which 
three were injured. 


WILSON 
CONFESSES. 


He has made a complete confession. 
Here ig the substance of it: 

“ . « « I suggested we put the 
dynamite -between the arc light 
and Ponce de Leon avenue at 
Boulevard. We stopped the car and 
killed. the engine. Roy Hunter 
got out and put the dynamite on - 
the track. He put on three sticks.” 


‘He named the others implicatéd~ in | 


the expefiition, J. Roy Hunter, J..W: 
Bolton and A. L. Smith, all Georgia 
Railway and Power compafy strikers, 
and each of whom, the no gto say, 
has made a similar confession. He told 
the detectives that inflammatory 
speeches had atirred him to such an 
emotional pitch that he was capable 
of the dynamite attempt. : 
Talking to a Constitution reporter 
in the office of chief of detectives, 
Wilson reiterated the assertion. What 


else, he asked, could have driven him, 


a man of good habits, and with no 
previous stain on his name, to such an 
act? . 

‘They told me—not in so many 
words, perhaps—at least led me to be- 
lieve,’ he said to the newspaper man 
and assembly of detectives, “that the 
dynamite would injure nobody on board 
the car, but would only shake the car 
and frighten the passengers. I give 


you my word: I had never before seen | 


a stick of dynamite.” 


READY TO 
GO TO GUNS. 


He was asked if the ‘strike leaders, 
in their speeches, had urged such tac- 
tics: 

“T can’t say they did,” he answered. 
“They. never came out directly and said 
so. I recall that speakers have said 
that if meeds be the. strikers were 
ready to go to their guns. 
been said that 
‘strike by fair means—if they could!’ 

“With others implicated in the dy- 
namiting, I got the impression that 
putting explosives under a trolley 
would only jostle the car and frighten 
those on board it. I would have never 
been an accessory if I thought anyone 
would have been injured.” 

Wilson likewise said during the 
course of his talk that he-—and no 
doubt the’ others of the various dyna- 
mite crews—had been led to believe 
that only by such violent tactics as 
the use of dynamite could the strike 
be won. In the presence of the news- 
paper reporter, however, he was hardly 
as candid as the detectives say he was 
when they had him alone. 

He stated that all the recent meet- 
ings of the strikers and agitators had 
been held behind closed doors, and that 
the speakers of the unrestrained type, 
to whose sentiments and expressions 
the prisoner attributes the dynamiting 
spirit, had created much excitement in 
course of their addresses. He declined 
to designate the speakers to whom he 
referred by name. 

“Were these speakers anarchistic in 
their advocacy of tactics against the 
street railway company?’ the prisoner 
was asked. 

“T wouldn’t say 
his answer. 

“In urging dynamite, were the ring- 
leaders of the strike agitation respon- 


sible, or the men of the ranks?” was 
another question. 


GENERAL 
IMPRESSION. 


“It was simply the general impres- 
sion,” was the reply, “around strike 
circles and meetings that dyramiting 
would have to be resorted to.’ 

“Did any of the leaders openly urge 
you, or anyone of whom you knew, to 
undertake dynamiting?”’ 

No,” he said. 

“Would you have ever set out to dy- 
namite a trolley car if it had not been 
for the incendiary speeches you 

he w ked. 
: he wered, “I 
would not.” 

“I wish you would tell the public 
through your paper,” he added, “that 
l am not an anarchist at heart, nor 
have I any leanings toward violence.

Notable Tribute to Rivera.

San Juan, Porto Rico, November 22. 
(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.)}—The body of Munoz Rivera was 
buried at Barranquitag Monday after a 
funeral. journey of more than 150 miles 
by motor over roads.strewn with plam 
leaves and flowers an@ lined with weep- 
ing men, women and children. After 
lying in state in the city hall here for 
two days the body was placed in a mo- 
tor hearse and escorted by mere than 
400 automobiles started for Ponce, 90 
miles across the island, where it was 
also placed in the city hall. : 

Never before has Porto Rico paid 
like tribute to any man. As the funeral 
‘procession passed through varicus cit- 
‘ies and towns thousands of people bared 
their heads and placed wreaths and 
flowers either on the hearse or in the 
road over which it passed. In each 
town there were brief ceremonies, 
while before each church that was 
passed stood priests and attendants 
conducting special mass. 

By the time the body reached Ponce 
Saturday it is estimated that the escort 
of motor cars had reached fully 1,000, 
while that city itself was so crowded 
with persons bent on paying a last 
tribute to the island’s chief citizen, that 
it is said fully 10,000 persons walkea 
the streets all night because there was 
no place for them to sleep. 

Everywhere the demonstrations of 
| grief and affection were such that the 
| burial was delayed for more than a 
day. 
| At Barranquitas the birthplace of the 
late resident commissioner, there were 
brief services in the church and later 
at the grave, where more than a thou- 
sand persons placed flowers before the 
body was laid away.

“T will at least make an. effort to 
have the proposed amendment stopped 
at the next meeting of council,” Alder- 
man Thomson~said Monday. “I don't 
think it has been advertised sufficient- 
ly. In the first place, when I introduced 
this resolution asking that the legisla- 
ture give the city the authority to 
submit to the people the question of 
an increased tax rate I did not con- 
template its being submitted to the 
people this early in the year, and with- 
out a real campaign of publicity. It 


was my plan to have the proposal ex- 
tensively advertised, and then call a 


speci election.”’ 
It s been said by members of 


council in favor of the raise that there 
are other ways of getting the increase 
without the vote of the people.

FATE OF OVERTON 
IN JURY'S HANDS 


The Judge Concluded His 
Charge Shortly After Six 
O’Clock Monday Evening. 
Day Devoted to Argument. 


Huntsville, Ala., November 27.—Judge 
B. M. Miller finished his charge shortly 
after 6 o’clock this evening and a few 
minutes later the fate of David D. 
Overton, former clerk of the circuit 
court, who is on trial here charged 
with the murder of former Probate 
Judge W. T. Lawler last June, was in 
the jury’s hands. 

Today was devoted entirely to argu- 
ments by counsel and the largest 
crowd which has ytt been present 
was packed and squeezed into the 
court room. 

Solicitor Fritz Thompson, of Center- 
ville, made the closing argument’ for 
the state. Solicitor Joe Tate, of Bir- 
mingham, opened the arguments this 
morning and was followed by Judge 
B. M. Allen for the defendant. Judge 
Allen in his speech devoted much at- 
tention to the presence of an outside 
judge and outgide prosecuting officers 
to conduct the case. 

Called for Law Enforcement. 

Solicitor Tate, in his argument, laid 


-yery little emphasis on the evidence in 


the case. He urged the jury to con- 
sider the seriousness of the offense 
and their duty in upholding the law in 
Madison county, and asked for a ver- 
dict which would be adequate warning 
against similar killings in future.

The Topolog is a tributary of the Alt 
into which it flows at a point about 40 
miles south of the Hungarian border, 
below Rothenthurn pass. It runs par- 
allel to the Alt over most of its course 
about ten miles east of that river. This 
section of the front is northwest of 
Bucharest and its abandonment by the 
Rumanians was forced by the Austro- 
German advance further south, flank- 
ing the Alt line. 

The statement says: 

‘Northern and Northwestern Fronts: 
On the frontier of west Moldavia there 
was no change. 

“On the frontier of north Wallachia 
there has been an artillery bombard- 
ment at Table Butzi, in the Prahovo 
valley, and in the region of Drago- 
Slavele.

Paris, November 27. — Bulgarian 
forces on the Macedonian front 
launched a counter attack on the 
Serbians in the Cerna river region 
last night, the war office announces.

Paris, November 27.—The French of- 
cial announcement on the progress of 
hostilities on the French front at the 
war office this afternoon reads: - 

“There has been the customary can- 
nonading at various points on the Som- 
me front and in the sectors of Douau- 
mont and Vaux. The night passed 
quietly on the remainder of the front. 

“A group of French aviators last 
night bombarded the aviation fields at 
Guizancourt and Matigny.

FRENCH FAIL, - 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, November 27.—(Via Say- 
ville.)\—French forces last night at- 
tacked the German positions in the 
southern portion of St. Pierre-Vaast 
wood on the River Somme front, says 
today’s German official statement, but 
they were repulsed by the German ar- 
tillery and machine gun fire. 

The Statement says: 

Army Group of Crown Prince Rup- 
precht: In the Somme section there was 
only minor artillery firing yesterday. 

In the evening the French attempted 
to enter the southern part of St. Pierre 
Vaast wood without artillery prepara- 
tion. They were repulsed by the ma- 
chine gun fire of the troops in the 
trenches and by the artillery curtain of 
fire which was immediately projected. 

Army group of the German Crown 
Prince: East of St. Mihiel a French 
raid upon one of our outposts failed.”

RUSSELL CALLED TO AUGUSTA. 


Savannah, Ga. November 27.— 
Charles D. Russell, assistant United 
States district attorney, received a 
telegram from Judge Lambdin, in 
Augusta today, requesting that he 
report immediately there for serv- 
ice in the trial of Thomas B. Watson, 
who is charged with sending obscene 
matter through:-the mails. Mr. Rus- 
sell left Savannah tonight four Au- 
wusta. 


Augusta, Ga., November 27.—Thomas 
E. Watson, at the opening of his trial 
in federal court here today on charges 
of having sent obscene matter through 
the mails, laid upon the government 
the burden of proof that he was re- 
sponsible for the mailing, and also 
stated that he was “merely president” 
foead the corporation which published the 
magazines containing the articles cited. 
Selection of a jury was, complcted in 
an hour anda half, and the trial start- 
a rapidly forward only to be de- 
layed by arguments over technical 
points and by detailed examination of 
witnesses by whom District Attorney 
Earl E. M: Donaldson sought to prove 
the defendant was responsible for the 
mailing. 

During the trial on the same charges 
last November, which resulted in the 
jury disagreeing, Watson admitted con- 
nection with the mailing. “I don’t shirk 
any responsibility,” he said then. To- 
day the district attorney asked Wat- 
son if he cared to make the same ad- 
mission, and without entering a denial, 
the defendant, who, as a member of the 


replied, “Make out your case, Mr. Dis- 
trict Attorney.” 
Watson States Position. 

Later Watson took occasion to state 
that the Jeffersonian Publishing com- 
pany is a corporation, and that he is 
“merely president” of the company, 
which, he added, has other officers as 
well as stockholders. This company, he 
continued, publishes The Jeffersonian, 
a weekly magazine, and Watson’s Mag- 
azine, a monthly, in which were con- 
tained the articles cited in the four 
counts of the indictment. 

The government today put on the 
stand J. Q. West, postmaster at Thom- 
son, Ga., home of the defendant, and 
headquarters of the Jeffersonian Pub- 
lishing company. West identified post- 
office records by which the government 
seeks to prove the magazines were 
‘seen A. J. Knight, a postcffice in- 
Spector, testified that the issue of the 
magazines in question went through the 
mails. Two other witnesses were put 
up by the government, both of whom 
attested to the correctness of the min- 
utes of the previous trial, quoting Wat- 
son as taking “responsibility” for mail- 
ing the matter which, the indictment 
charges, violates section 211 of the fed- 
eral penal code. 

While Knight was on the stand, the 
attorney-defendant sought to have him 
identify several government publica- 
tions which the defense sought to in- 
troduce, and which it was claimed the 
government had circulated through the 
mails and thus had “set an example 
for citizens.” Watson claimed they con- 
tained words similar to those the ar- 
ticles on which he was indicted. All 
vere ruled out, however, on objection 
f the prosecution that they were “priv- 
ileged matter,” for one reason or an- 
ther. Adjournment until tomorrow 
then was taken. 

Brings Classical Books. 

The defendant fMmdicated that he 
vould seek to introduce numerous 
‘lassical works containing words simi- 
ar to those used in the magazine ar- 
ticles, and he brought a trunk full of 
classical books into court with him. 

Watson also wa's overruled in an at- 
empt to show the motive which in- 
spired the articles which contained at- 
tacks on the Roman Catholic church.

New York, November 27.—Steps for 
@ state-wide egg boycott were taken 
today, it was announced here by Jo- 
seph Hartigan, commissioner of 
weights and measures, and secretary 
of Mayor Mitchel’s committee on food 
supply. Mr. Hartigan said that Mayor 
Cornelius F. Burns, of Troy, president 
of the conference of mayors of cities 
of New York state, advised him by 
telephone that he was about to ‘call 
upon the mayor of every city in the 
state to “issue a proclamation to the 

ople urging them not to use eggs 
io’ twe See s except for the aged, 
infirm, sick and children.” 

“The boycott is the only method by 
which we can smash the power of the 
special interests which are understood 
to control the egg market, Mayor 
Burns believes,” Mr. Hartigan sala. 

He said motion picture interests 
have volunteered to a the boycott 
campaign by flashing slides in their 
theaters informing the public what to 
do from time to time as different 
foods are put under the ban in order 
to break up the “alleged speculation 
which is said to be causing abnor- 
mally high prices.” 

John J. Dillon, state commissioner 
of foods and markets, announced to- 
day he was Ape gh plans for a ter- 
minal market by which he hopes to 
reduce the cost of living, to lay before 
Governor Whitman, who has been en- 

ed for several days in conferences 
foking toward legislative action to re- 
lieve conditions. 

A state commission to deal with the 
present increased cost of living will be 
urged upon the legislature by Gov- 
erner Whitman, he announced here 
tonight. 

That the situation calls for “legisla- 
tion and effective accomplishment,” 
the governor asserted he firmly be- 
lieved. 

“Of course,” said the governor, ‘the 
central idea must be the bringing of 
farm products direct to the consumer. 
It is my idea to have a commission 
handle the thing in a big way, with 
a big man at the head of it.” 

Chicago in the Fight. 

Chicago, November 27.—The city 
council today adopted an order direct- 
ing the police to enforce vigorously 
the city ordinance prohibiting the 
storage of eggs for more than _ ten 
months. The ordinance has. been 
ignored since its adoption in 1912, but 
will be enforced now in the fight 
against provision dealers accused of 
holding many million eggs in storage 
fn order to force the price of 50 cents 
a dozen. 

Boycott at Spokane. 

Spokane, Wash., November 27.—The 
Woman's Good Government league to- 
day adopted a resolution declaring a 
boycott on turkeys, butter and eggs 
until prices are reduced. The boycott 
on butter and eggs is only partial, the 
members of the league agreeing not to 
use more than is strictly necessary. 

The secretary of the league was in- 
structed to request President Wilson 
to institute an investigation by con- 
gress of the high food prices. 

| Norfolk Housewives Fight. 


Norfolk, Va. November 27.—Mem- 
bers of the Housewives’ league, of Nor- 
folk, today decided to adopt a boycott 
against the use of eggs and turkeys 
unless local retailers reduce the price 
of the former to 35 cents a dozen and 
of the latter to 40 cents a pound. The 
boycott will go into effect the latter 
part of this week.

intervene Ipecaase foreign securities 
are afforded faster than they can be 
absorbed by investors—that is, their 
depositors—an element would be intro- 
duced into the situation which, if not 
kept under control, would tend toward 
instability, and ultimate injury to the 
economic development of this country. 

“The form which the most recent 
borrowing is taking, apart from ref- 
erence to its intrinsic merits, makes 
it appear particularly attractive as a 
banking investment. The board under- 
stands that it is expected to place it 
primarily with banks. 

“While the loans may be short in 
form and severally, may be collected 
at maturity, the object of the borrow- 
er must be to attempt to renew them 
collectively, with the result that the 
aggregate amount placed here will re- 
main until such time as it may be ad- 
vantageously converted into a long- 
term obligation. It would, therefore, 
seem aS a consequence that liquid 
funds of our banks, which should be 
available for short credit facilities to 
our merehants, manufacturers and 
farmers, would be exposed to the dan- 
ger of being absorbed for other pur- 
poses to a disproportionate degree. 

“The board deems it, therefore, its 
duty to caution the member. banka 
that it does not regard it in the inter 
est of the country at this time that 
hey invest in foreign treasury cills of 
this character. 


Full Data for Investor. 

“The board does not consider that it 
is called upon to advise private in- 
vestors, but as the United States is fast 
becoming the banker of foreign coun- 
tries in all parts of the world, it takes 
occasion to suggest that the investor 
should receive full and authoritative 
data—particularly in the case of un- 
secured loans—in order that ue may 
judge the future intelligently in the 
light of present conditions and in con- 
junction with the economic develop- 
ments of the past. 

“The United States has now attain- 
ed a position of wealth and cf inter- 
national financial power, which, in the 
natural course of events, it could not 
have reached for a generation. We 
must be careful not to impair this po- 
sition of strength and independence. 
While it is true that a slowing down 
in the process of credit extension may 
mean some curtailment of our abnor- 
mally stimulated export trade to cer- 


tain countries we need not fear that' 


our business will fall off precipitately 
should we become more conservative in

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DEMURRAGE ADVANCES 
FOUGHT BY SHIPPERS 


Washington, November 27.—Protests 
on behalf of shippers against the pro- 
posed increased demurrage rates, sus- 
pended by the interstate commerce 
commission, were presented by a com- 
mittee of the National Industrial Traf- 
fic league at a hearing today before 
Commissioner McChord. The ‘shippers 
advocated tentatively a substitute 
graduated demurrage scale of $1 a day 
for the first two days after the free 
period, $2 a day for the next two days 
and $5 a day for each day thereafter, 
with a requirement that the railroads 
raise their per diem rate of payment 
for cars retained by other roads than 
the owners, and retain the rule that 
demurrage charges shall be suspended 
on days weather prevents unloading. 
The tariffs under investigation pro- 
pose rates of $2, $3, $4 and $5, respect- 
ively, for each succeeding day after 
the free period. 

The conference committee on car ef- 
ficiency of the American Railway asso- 
ciation, which is conducting a cam- 
paign to relieve the freight car short- 
age, took part in the hearing, and 
promised that a “substantial increase” 
in the per diem rate would be made 
soon by the railway association. The 
rate now is 45 cents a day. 

The conference committee also work- 
ed today on a new rule to be pro- 
mulgated probably tomorrow providing 
for return of box cars to roads owning 
them. This rule would affect particu- 
larly western and southern fruit and 
truck growers, who-are finding great 
difficulty in getting cars for shipping 
their ee to market. Orders already 
have been issued for the return of open 
top freight and refrigerator cars.

THE CAMPAIGN DEFICIT. 


Although splendid work has been done 
by Chairman John D. Walker, of the demo 
eratic campaign fund committee for Georgia, 
and his associates, this state is still behind 
in the matter of making up its share of the 
cash needed for taking eare of the deficit. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that 
when the victorious democratic campaign 
Was concluded, necessary expenses had gone 
some $300,000 beyond the subscriptions made 
to the general committee with which to 
mect them. 

Chairman Walker, whose committee had 
done good work prior to the election, was 
called upon for the still further service of 
raising Georgia’s share of this deficit. So 
far approximately $1,500 of the additional 
fund has been sent the national campaign 
committee from this state, but this does not 
begin to take care of Georgia’s share of the 
amount needed to square the indebtedness. 

This deficit constitutes a democratic debt 
of honor. It must be paid, every cent of it. 
The national party cannot afford to leave 
even one dolar of it unsettled. And the 
party has no source of funds except the vol- 
untary contributions of its members. 

The natidnal committee was well aware 
of its financial limitations, and cut its cloth 
accordingly. Considering the work that had 
to be done the country over, from Maine to 
California and from the Lakes to the Gulf, 
probably no successful presidential cam- 
paign was ever more economically conduct- 
ed. It is now all too apparent that anything 
less than what was done might have stopped 
just short of what was necessary for suc- 
cess, " 

An obligation of honor in any event, 
Georgia democrats, as well as those of other 
states, can meet it far more cheerfully in 
the light of splendid victory. 

If a few hundred Georgia democrats 
would send Chairman Walker, at Sparta, 
their checks for five or ten dollars each, 
Georgia would be able to meet her share of 
the obligation, and would have to her credit 
the record of a party duty well performed. 

' One way or another, it must be done, and 
every democrat who is able to do his share 
should do it both as a patriotic and a per- 
gonal duty. 

It rests with Georgia democrats to strike 
the name of their state from the listof those 
which have failed to do their share. 


AN ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 


Discussing the exodus of negro laborers 
from Georgia to northern cities, T. A. Cun- 
ningham, of Atlanta, says, in a card pub- 
lished today, there is no doubt that the large 
majority of white people of Georgia believe 
and desire that the negro should have jus- 
tice before the law. 

It would, perhaps, be impossible to find 
one white man in ten thousand but would 
declare that as his sentiment; and yet indif- 
ference or something else, has made it pos- 
sible for the mob, in many cases, to do its 
will and, practically always, to go unpun- 
ished. 

The trouble is the sentiment that would 
géemand lezeal justice for the negro has been 


a negative, rather than a positive one; it 


exists, but it has been inactive. 

 Jt-ig the positive basis which Georgia 
must come to, and happily we are getting 
nearer to it. A healthier sentiment and a 
more active one has been growing in re- 
sponse to the agitation arising from past 
mob activity and the results of it. 

The exodus of negroes from Georgia, 
alarming in degree though it one time ap- 
peared, is an incident which must serve a 
good purpose. It has translated a social 
_ problem into an economic one, or rather has 
added the economic problem to it; for mob 
activity is none the less-immoral because 
the mob also displays wretched business 
judgment. |

THE MACON-ATLANTA HIGHWAY 


That southwest Georgia highway traffic 
is.seeking another route to Atlanta than 
that via Macon; another route to and from 
Atlanta, is indicated in the interview pub- 
lished today from former Mayor Henry Tar- 
ver, of Albany. 
Valley, not through Macon, but by Roberta, 
Culloden and Barnesville, where he not/only 
secured a better road than he could have 
had through Monroe county, but one thirty 
Many others are doing the 
game thing on account of the horrible condi- 
tion of the other route, through Macon. 

With the importance of this Macon- 
Atlanta roadway, serving as a double funnel 
to the highway traffic between north Georgia 
and south Georgia, it is inconceivable that 
there should be even a day’s delay in press- 
ing the work that must be done, if it is to 
continue the most popular and most used 
road. 

The project has-been passed up and ap- 
proved. If the counties themselves are re- 
sponsible for the delay, the state highway 
commission should get back of them and 
urge prompt activity. If the commission is 
holding back, it is equally the duty of the 
counties involved, in their own interests, to 
get that body on the job. ele 

From Macon the Atlanta-Macon road 
branches in at least three principal direc- 
tions into south Georgia-—to Albany and 
Thomasville, to Valdosta and Waycross and 
to Savannah. Possibility of diversion from 
Macon is already indicated on the western 
side, over the shorter route, while the most 
traveled Atlanta-Savannah road might easily 
be transferred to the more direct Madison- 


-Eatonton-Milledgeville road. 


Atlanta needs and wantes the road to 
Macon, but Macon needs it still more, if she 
does not want to lose on both sides of her. 

The difficulties are found, as Mr. Tarver 
points out, not only updn the Monroe county 
roads, but upon practically every mile of 
road between the Bibb county line and that 
of Fulton. From Barnesville to Atlanta he 
found conditions little bétter; and even those 
at one time serviceable presented a state of 
bad repair. | 

Substantial work is demanded, and at 
once, upon almost every mile of road from 
Fulton to Bibb, and the longer it is delayed 
the more will traffic-be diverted.to other 
and now more practicable routes. | 

How long Is the state highway commis- 
sion going to delay it? How long are the 
counties themselves golng to hold back? 
And Is Macon going to permit this diversion 
of traffic which should be properly hers? 

This Macon-Atlanta road presents no un- 
usual difficulties. There ts practically. no 
grading to be done. 
turned into a substantial and permanently 


travelable roadway. The important thing is 


to do it now!

Editor Constitution: I, for one, am glad 
to see the newspapers discussing the exodus 
of the negroes from the south, especially 
my native section—southwest Georgia. 

I believe the discussion will prove ga}lu- 


tary, and the best and quickest way is for 


everybody to place deceit in the background 
and be honest. 

It is conceded white supremacy will ever 
prevail in the south, but the large majority 
of whites want the negro to have justice be- 
fore the law.

“Watch the South” Editorial 
Is Warmly Approved by 
Industrial Leader Thompson 


Colonel N. F. Thompson, of Birmingham,

Athens, Ga., November 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—If the Sunday just passed was 
a blue Sunday in Athens, the next one 
is going to be an indigo affair—ac- 
cording to word from the municipal 
police authorities, chairman of the 
police, committee and chief of police. 
Warning has been given that every- 
thing will be closed—specifically it 
Was announced that the carriers of 
the morning paper here and of the 
Atlanta papers will be arrested if 
they attempt to make deliveries, and 
the newspaper circulation folks are 
making their preparations according- 
ly. One of them is planning to get an 
early edition and try to deliver it be- 
fore the clock strikes 12 Saturday 
night. 

Cooks are to be arrested if they go 

to work, and milkmen will not be 
permitted to deliver milk without run- 
ning the risk of arrest by a police- 
man. . 
Judge H. S. West, of the state city 
court of Athens, some Sundays ago 
directed cases made by warrant 
against all the soda founts, news 
stands, drug stores (excerpt for pre- 
scription business only), and gasoline 
stations. City council and chamber of 
commerce and mass meetings asked 
for a more liberal and modern inter- 
pretation of the law. The grand jury 
took the matter up, commended Judge 
West for his efforts to enforce thé 
law, and suggested that the matter of 
Sunday observance be left to the mu- 
nicipal authorities, which has ample 
police force. 

The places again opened—recessing 
for church hours—and again state 
cases were made at the instanceof the 
city court judge. 

The last Sunday was tighter than 
ever—not a paper being sold on the 
streets or in any stand, not a cigar to 
be had, not a cold drink.

Conjectures Trying to Dope 
Winner of Auburn- Tech Game

Atiantans are going to witness a 
real football game and that portion of 
it, and they number in the thousands, 
that believe the Yellow Jackets have 
only to line up on the field to be the 
winner, will be noresaey convinced 
ere the setting sun of Thursday, No- 
vember 30. 

The Tech Yellow Jackets have a reat 
battle on their hands. Since the Da- 

nm game, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Tulane battle, the Jack- 
ets have not had a real easy game on 
- the calendar. 

But their closing game will be their 
hardest battle of e entire year, or 
we miss our guess completely. 

It will be a fighting bunch of 
Piainsmen that the Jackets will line- 
up against Turkey day, the usual for- 
midable Donahue eleven, but one that 
has been licked, not through the su- 
periority of their opponents, but 
through their own mistakes. 


Recover Fundamentals. 


We have seldom heard of a Donahue 
eleven that slipped up on the funda- 
mentals of the game. In this an Au- 
burn aggregation is usually as good, 
if not better than any eleven in the 
south, but against Vanderbilt in Bir- 
min they slipped momentarily in 
the rudiments. 

We have Donahue’s word for it. 
Mike contends his team outplayed the 
Commodores until the fatal lapses 
occurred.

Have you ever heard of an Auburn 
team that had two such lapses? Nev- 
er.

They have 
gained in weight since then. 


Auburn’s Defense.

But not so this season. Candidly, 
we believe the Plainsmen will be sur- 
prised when they try out this Tech 
defense, presuming, of ovurse, that 
there has been no lagging in the prac- 
tice and drilling nce the Georgia 
game, and those who have seen the 
Jackets at practice say there has not. 

Auburn must show a more varied 
offense than she is wont to cut loose 
locally to hope to pierce the Tech line. 
Her forwards are not going to throw 
the Tech forwards out of plays like 
they have in other seesons. 

Battle ef Forwards. 

‘It’s going to be a pretty battle 
among the forwards in this game and 
the way the rival lines show up is 
going to spell pretty nearly just how 

e game will turn out. 

Prendergast, Haralson, Ducote and 
scott are going to have to be at their 
very best against the Jackets to ad- 
vance the ball much, but they’re said 
to be the ripest they have been all 
season, and with the first-named two 
Seon fo their last game of Auburn 
football they are certain to cut loose 
with all they have got. 

However, Auburn supporters believe 
their eleven is capable of showing the 
Jackets how football s played, as it 
has shown it every year but two since 
the two schools have been battling.

| AMUNDSEN TO. SOAR 
OVER THE NORTH POLE 


New York, November 27.—To soar 
over the North Pole in a hydro-airplane 
is the ambition of Roald Amundsen, the 
Norwegian explorer, who a few years 
ago attained the South Pole. Captain 
Amundsen arrived here today from 
Copenhagen to purchase two hydro- 
airplanes for that purpose. Starting in 
the summer of 1918, he said, he ex- 
pects to be in the Far North from three 
to five years. The main object of his 
flight, Captain Amun@Gsen_ declared, 
would be to study the air currents 
around the pole. 

“TJ shall follow the coast of Siberia 
until] the ice breaks up, and then drift 
toward the pole,” said Captain Amund- 
sen. “The flow should take us to a point 
somewhere between Spitzenbergen and 
Greenland, after we have made an al- 
most complete circle of the top of the 
globe. I hope -to be within 100 miles, 
or 150 at the furthest, when I leave the 
ship. Then I will follow the dash by 
hydro-airplane or sledge.” 


Wet Concrete Dropped 660 
Feet.

| In lining the supplementary tunnel 
at the west end of the siphon which 
carries New York city’s new Catskill 
aqueduct under the Hudson river all 
of the concrete was dropped vertically 
660 feet through 8-inch open pipes. 
Strength tests of concrete samples 
taken at the mixer and in the tunnel 
below. showed the concrete to be actual- 
ly stronger after the drop than before. 
The concrete moved at such speed that

But Rumors and Aggres- 
sive Sales Bring Heavy 
Close. 


HAS HEAVY SELLING: 


-New Maximums Reached, | 


rumors of a disquieting character, ag- 
gressive selling by professional trad- 
ers and an advance in call money to 
5% per cent, the highest rate except 
one this year, contributed to the heavy 
closing of today’s market after an 
early period of strength and several 
new maximums. 

The hardening of money rates was 
not unexpected in view of last week’s 
bank statement, which disclosed a 


further contraction of excess reserves 
to barely more than $58,000,000, a de- 
crease of more than $65,000,000 in the 
last three weeks, and the smallest 
total since the middle of the year. 

Gains of the forenoon ranged from 
a substantial fraction in United States 
Steel at the new high record of 129% 
to a point or two in other active in- 
dustrials, and 1 to 3 points for leading 
equipments. Coppers also were bet- 
ter, being stimulated by another ad- 
vance in future prices of the refined 
metal. 

Utilities and specialties of no special 
designation were higher at their best 
by 2 to 7 points, the latter gain being 
registered by Ohio as at the new 
record of 105%. Pittsburg Coal, Phila- 
delphia Company, Industrial Alcohol 
and other miscelianeous issucs reflect- 
ed the activities of pools or cliques, 
but yielded to moderate pressure. 

Rails were in no sense a factor mar- 
ketwise, the only noteworthy move- 
ment in that quarter being the tempo- 
rary strength of Reading and other 
coalers and the consistent heaviness in 
Canadian Pacific. Mexicans followed 
the upward trend of the first hour, but 
were among the first to lose ground. 
Total sales of stocks amounted to 
1,320,000 shares. . 

The most interesting development of 
the day in its broader implications was 
the decline of exchange on the central 
powers *o the lowest rates quoted since 
the outbreak of the war. In point of 
fact, offerings of bills on Germany and 
Augtria were barely nominal, so that 
today’s depreciation was sentimental, 
rather than actual. 

Gold imports on a large scale from 
England, by way of Canada, were re- 
sumed and further moderate exports 
of the metal to South America were 
made. .

Chicago, November 27.—After a 
whirlwind of selling that caused an 
extreme setback of 9%c a bushel in 
the wheat market today, prices made 
something of a rally owing to an un- 
expected decrease in the United States 


the United States and of an embargo 
on export shipments of foodstuffs 
were all factors in bringing about the 
smash in values. The close was weak 
8% to 4%c net lower with December 
at $1.73% to $1.735% and May at $1.80 
to $1.80%. Corn finished 1%@2 to 
2%c down, oats off % to t%c, and 
provisions varying from 52c decline to 
a rise of 30, 

July delivery of wheat displayed 
relatively the greatest weakness as 
being more subject than nearer options 
to the chance that an armistice, if de- 
clared, would lead to peace. At first, 
though, neither peace reports nor con- 
tingencies regarding threatened hin- 
drances of shipments to Europe seemed 
to be taken seriously by the majority 
of traders. It was not until a few 
prominent houses began to sell with a 
free hand that a general stampede of 
holders took place. The recent vigor- 
ous moves for an embargo appeared 
to have left the market almost bare 
of orders to purchase and in no shape 
to with’stand the flood of stop loss un- 
loading that suddenly swept the pit. 

Attempts to rally the wheat market 
met with no lasting success until the 
final hour of the session. The United 
States visible supply total was then 
shown to have diminished 802,000 bush- 
els in a week, whereas during the cor- 
responding time last year the domestic 
store had gained 6,176,000 bushels. The 
contrast was too striking to escape 
widespread notice and was emphasized 
by signs that the break in prices to- 
day had been the occasion of a renewal 
of export business, estimated later at 
1,000,000 bushels. Even under such cir- 
cumstances, however, the market was 
again on @ downgrade in the final 
15 minutes. 

Hoof and mouth disease reported in 
Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri had 
a bearish effect on corn and so too 
did rains in Argentina. Most of the 
weakness in the corn market never- 
theless was ascribed to the fall of 
wheat values. 

Oats dropped with other cereals. Big 
stocks on hand counted also against 
the bulls, 

Provisions for the most part went 
bo a ig owing to the reported dutbreak 
of the hoof and mouth plague. The 
weakness of grain formed only a tem- 
porary offset.
